The finest armors were inad.i from 1440 
to Mill). They were inurvela of suppleness, 
lightness and elegance. The Iron shell was 
modeled on the body beneath It and fol- 
lowed every movement of the 
limbs, protecting without conflr 
the steel envelope had become Individual 
and was, like hose and Jtirkln, madi 
wearer. Instead of tho clumsy groi 
the fourteenth century, made to tit auy 
■nan. Iu these lex pieces, carefully articu- 
lated at the thigh aud above the kuee, per- 
■onal peoullarltle* appear — legs allfrhtly 
bowed aud more or lesa heavily muaoled at 
the oalf; In the flexible roraelet the body 
enjoyed comparative freedom; under th* 
arinet or round helmet tho head turned

af Nuremberg, then very popular In France, 
introduced fluted ateel- It we* atronger,

When the 
grains aro firm the butter is never 
washed (as I am under the itnpr 
that washing frequently injui 
spoils tho flavor) but left to drain 
churn for ten minutes. The butter is 
then carefully lifted nut of the churn 
with a wooden scoop into a small tub 
while in grains, after being weighed in 
bulk upon the machine; the buttermilk 
is well pressed out upon the butter- 
worker and u qOartOT of an ounce of 
salt added to every pound of butter. 
When the butterworker is passed over 
the butter live or six times it is then 
put away for three hours, after which it 
is again put on the butterworker and 
worked until it is seen to be quite free 
from moisture.

A Blmpla Remedy Which Wan I *.<<■ During 
the CtVti Wnr. 

Regarding the remedies for small- 
pox a gentleman who was connected 
with the medical and surgical depart- 
ments during the war says: "During 
the time intervening between the bat" 
tie of Stone River, at Murfreesboro, 
Tenn.. and tho Missionary Ridge 
conflict on tho heights overlooking 
Chattanooga, a small-pox epidemic 
was a fright that scared more than it 
killed. A large small-pox hospital was 

tabllshed at Bridgeport, Ala., and 

e average number of inmates was 
presented by more than throe ligures. 
But what I wished to arrive at was 
this, the deaths were very few and the 
treatment was quite simple. We only 

gave the patients plenty of ventilation 

by raising the sides of the large hos- 
pital tents, kept their bowels freely 
open and gave the men good rations

Sam's Commissary Department,
